MARXIST TOOL & R

On Jan. 1, 1958, the power-crazy Negro 
“leader” Rev. Martin Luther King. Jr. led 
a “Pilgrimage for Public Schools on 
Emancipation Day” march on Richmond, 
Va. The Va. branch of the NAACP and the 
Congress for Racial Equality(CORE) co- 
sponsored the march. This school inte- 
gration propaganda gesture is another in 
the long series of racial agitation activities 
led by King, and as usual was reported in 
the Worker, 12/21/58,p.16, with full ap- 
proval by the Communist Party’s official 
organ. 

Let’s take a good look at King’s record 
since he was picked as one to “lead” the 
Negroes down the crimson path to a 
Soviet America. 

“Over the Labor Day weekend(8/30 to 
9/2/57),. Highlander Folk School, at Mont- 
eagle, Tenn., staged its 25th anniversary 
seminar on ‘the ..  .integration struggle.’ 
Notorious communists, veteran commu- 
nist fellow travelers, and Negro leaders in 
all the recent major incidents attending 


integration were present at the seminar: 


. . « (This) School was organized by ... 
Don West.” West was District organizer 
of CP of No. Carolina. This school is 
actually a Communist Training School. The 
closing address at this seminar was made 
by Martin Luther King. Pictures taken 
at that time show him together with Abner 
Berry, Negro member of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party and colum- 
nist for the Daily Worker. Pete Seeger, 
participant in the N.Y. State Youth Board 
of the CP(Daily Worker, 2/22/49) and 
long time CP member, entertained the del- 
gates. 

King is president of the Southern Christ- 
ian Leadership Conference and led the 
Montgomery Boycott and the March On 
Washington, the latter with Bayard Ruskin 
his manager, who, according to the Daily 
Worker, attended the 1957 convention of 
the Communist Party. 

“Leading Communists have been writing 
enthusiastically about King’s movement 
. . » the Party looks upon King’s work and 
movement as a new opportunity to incite 
racial animosity.” (See additional data 
from which foregoing quotations were 
drawn in the folder on Highlander Folk 
School and Communism and the NAACP, 
Vol. 1 & 2, Ga. Comm. on Education, At- 
lanta, Ga.) 

King’s manager, Bayard Ruskin, is listed 
as a member of the Editorial Board of 
Liberation(April 1956; Jan. 1957 issues). 
This is a pacifist-anarchist publication. Its 
contributors included typical communist- 
fronters Norman Mailer, Dorothy Day, 
Lewis Mumford, Pitirim Sorokin. A. J. 
Muste, infamous pacifist, communist-colla- 
borator, also is listed on the Editorial 
Board. Martin Luther King contributed an 
article to the April 1956 issue in which he 
stated that “The extreme tension in race

in part by the revolutionary change in the 
Negro’s evaluation of himself . . : i. 
Ruskin contributes another article and is 
identified as having “had mauy years of 
direct experience in racial conflicts in the 
South.” In 1946 he served a sentence on 
the chain gang in N. C. for refusing to 
sit in the Negro section of a bus. He went 
to India in 1947 and Africa in 1953. He is 
an expert on civil disobedience. The title 
of his speeches delivered in Africa and 
U. S. was “AFRICA AND THE WORLD 
STRUGGLE.” Baynard Ruskin was sen- 
tenced to 60 days in jail as a sex pervert 
in Pasadena, Calif., January 22, 1953 by 
Judge H. Burton Noble. 


The Youth March for Integrated Schools 
to Washington, D. C., 10/25/58, was an- 
other of King’s activities. He was co-chair- 
man along with veteran Communist-fronter 
A. Philip Randolph, Roy Wilkins of the 
NAACP, who also has a record, and com- 
mittee member Algernon Black (66 fronts), 
George B. Ford, Harry Fosdick, Milton 
Galamison (Brooklyn NAACP head), Clar- 
ence Pickett, James H. Robinson, Bayard 
Ruskin, all of whom have front records. 
(See Call) Three bus loads of Communists 
from the cited Communist N.Y. Teachers’ 


Union participated in the March (N. Y. 
Teachers News, 10/18 & 11/1/58). The 
Worker (11/2/58, p. 3) reported the March 
with the heading “Rev. King said: The 
Oppressed Always Marched For Freedom” 
accompanied by a picture of Mrs. King, 
who delivered the speech for her ailing 
husband. The Youth Pledge of the Marchers 
was reprinted in its entirety by the Worker. 
The entire front page of this issue and 
14 columns of print were devoted to the 
March, May 17, 1959. Communist-fronter 
Harry Belafonte was a speaker to the 
Marchers. The Worker stated(p.15) that

“Large numbers of the Left(Communist) 
forces actively aided in mobilizing support 
for the Youth March and were in vast aud- 
ience.” Challenge, official publication of the 
Young Peoples Socialist League(11-1-58) 
headlined the story and pointed out that 
the Marcher’s White House Student dele- 
gation leader and 14 of the main youth 
organizers were members of the YPSL. 


The N. Y. Post(7-11-58) reports an in- 
terview with King by Mike Wallace(Myron 
Wallik xx) in which King asserted “I’m 
sure that integration will lead to inter- 
marriage. I don’t deny that . . . Many of 
the most violent segregationists in the 
South have fathered children with Negro 
women—and their guilt makes them scream 
the loudest!” 


The Communist National Guardian, 10-20 
58, p. 8, carried a paudatory review of 


; King’s book “Stride Toward Freedom.” 


While autographing copies of this book 
in a Jewish department store in Harlem, 
King was stabbed in the chest by a Negro 
woman who resented his integration ac- 
tivities and yelled as she stabbed him 
“You made enough people suffer in the 
last six years.” (N.Y. Journal American, 
9-20-58). With King was the Yiddish Com- 
munist-fronter, President of the NAACP, 
Arthur B. Spingarn(xx). The woman also 
stated that Rev. King has ruined my life; he 
is no good; the NAACP is no good. it’s Com- 
munistic. (N.Y. Amsterdam News, 9-27-58, 
p. 11) 


The Daily Worker. 3-10 & 14-57, described 
the celebration marking the birth of the 
Communist-run Negro state of Ghana in 
Africa under the premiership of Communist 
Party member Kwame Nkrumah. Soviet 


representatives were present: Communist W. 
E. B. DuBois(72 Fronts) was invited by 
Nkrumah; Cedric Belgrage, CP member, was 
present; Communist-fronter A. Phillip Ran- 
dolph and identified Party member Ralph 
Bunche were there, and so were King and 
his wife. 

The one organization in this country 
which has been supporting the South African 
communists traitors currently on trial is 
the American Committee on Africa. An 11- 
7-58 letterhead shows King listed as a mem- 
ber of its national committee, along with a 
long list of communist-fronters: John Gun- 
ther(xx), Oscar Hammerstein II(zz), Will 
Maslow(xx), identified Communist Party 
member Alex Meiklejohn (xz), Reinhold 
Niebuhr, Sidney Poitier(zx), A. Philip Ran- 
dolph, Mrs. FDR, Rex Stout, Channing To- 
bias(50 Fronts), and about three dozen 
more. A Jan. 11, 1956, letterhead shows 
Bayard Rustin on the Executive Board (Also 
1957 letterheads. ) 

The 1958 CORE(See above) letterheads 
show King on the National Advisory Com- 
mittee along with red-fronters Roger Bald- 
win, Will Maslow, A. J. Muste, A. Philip 
Randolph, Ira DeA. Reid, and Goodwin Wat- 
son(82 Communist fronts) 
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So. Africa to U. N. photographed while 


speaking to negroes March, 7, 1960 in 
Montgomery, Ala. Although a citizen of 
a foreign country, this Jew is traveling 
over our southern: States sowing ‘discord 
and confusion among our citizens. As >the 
PROTOCOLS state,’ Jews will :turn. ‘classes 
and races againsb-each other so that con- 
fusion reigns while the: Marxists ‘spring the 
trap as they have already done in 17 other 
ceuntries.

DOES N. Y. TEMES LEAD PARADE 
OF RACIAL CHAOS: IN SOUTH? 


What is really behind the current racial 
turmoil in the U. S. South? We have only 
to.tear off the camouflage and sure enough 
—we find the same old pack of weasels 
hiding beneath in their lair and again in- 
stigating all the confusion and chaos. 


On March 29, 1960 a full page ad en- 
titled “Heed Their Rising Voices”, appeared 
in the notoriously pro-Zionist N. Y. Times, 
soliciting funds from unsuspecting Ameri- 
cans, for a newly created “Committee To 
Defend Martin Luther King And The Strug- 
gle For Freedom in The South,” 


This ad has since been denounced by a 
host of prominent Southern officials, 
newspapers, citizens, and Alabama State 
College which was attacked in the ad. 
According to dispatches, authorities at the 
college said “There was not a modicum of 
truth in the statement.” Alabama Attorney 
General, Macdonald Gallion, was reported 
to have charged that the ad contained “vic- 
ious, unfounded and malicious lies.” The 
Attorney General is said to be considering 
legal action against the ad’s sponsors. The 
Montgomery Advertiser said in an editorial 
that the advertisement was replete with 
“lies and crude slanders.” Alabama’s Sec- 
retary of State Bettye Frink was quoted 
as saying that the signers of the ad “should 
have warrants served on them.” 


Indeed they should; for the list of signers 
of the statement supporting King, himself 
neck deep in perjury indictments and pos- 
sible income tax evasion charges, is so in- 
fested with known communist-fronters that 
it would practically require a derrick to 
rake them all out. 


There are sixty signers of the ad. The 

communist-fronters have a total of at least 
400 citations. 
These include notorious Langston Hughes 
with 73 communist-front citations, A. Philip 
Randolph with 38, Mare Blitztein with 24, 
and, of course old red-liable Eleanor Roose- 
velt with 56.

“It would be a wonderful 
help and inspiration if our 
royal family, who are them- 
selves. good Christians, would 
give a lead to us, their sub- 
jects, and fellow Christians. 

“It would make a wonderful 
difference if our royal family 
would themselves think about 
marrying colored people.” 





The NEW YORK TIMES of Feb. 15, 1960 
headed an article “MINISTER URGES 
STORE BOYCOTTS” — “DECRIES SEG- 
REGATION POLICIES OF KRESS AND 
WOOLWORTH STORES IN SOUTH.” 

The article quotes Reverend Harrington 
of Community Church of New York, 40 
East 35th Street. 

Rev. Harrington told the Congregation 
that “segregationists were correct in one 
of their ‘more emotional concepts’ — that 
the ultimate goal of integration is inter- 
marriage.”

TAX. The value of these government-owned 
corporations is estimated irom 95U to UU 
billion douars, and Wt tnese were soid to 
private enierprise, this amount of money 
could be deducted from the national debt, 
and these same corporations wouid go on
